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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species 1: Fig. 1 corresponding to Claims 1-6 directed to a combinatorial USB 
storage device where the main controller unit exists on a storage portion of the USB 
storage device (Fig. 1, element 11). 

Species 2: Fig. 3 corresponding to Claims 7-11 directed to a combinatorial USB 
storage device where the main controller unit exists on an adapter portion of the USB 
storage device (Fig. 3, element 32). 

2. The species are independent or distinct because they are mutually exclusive 
configurations. Each configuration has user and manufacturing implications. For 
example, in Species 1 , the case when the controller electrically connected to the 
memory inside the storage unit, one would switch various modular storage unit in 
addition to the controller for controlling the storage unit. Here, there may not be the 
requirement for changing settings on the controller pertaining to the size of the memory. 
On the other hand, in Species 2, the case when the controller is in the adapter, one 
would switch various modular memory unit sizes only, without need for changing 
controllers. Here, there may be a need to configure the controller for accommodating 
different size memory units. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
